Arrest of the Supposed Author of 
the Forged Garfield Letter.

ISPKCIAL BY TRLKGRAPII TO TUB RBCORD-l KtOS.] 


N ew Y ork, October 27th. — Kennard 
Phelps, an editorial writer on The Truth, was 
arrested to-day in Brooklyn on a charge of 
forgery, in connection with the so-called 
Garfield Chinese letter. He will be arraigned 
in the Supreme Court this afternoon. His 
counsel has already applied for his discharge 
on a writ of habeas corpus. 
B ro o k ly n , October 27th.—The arrest of 
Kennard Phelps was made on a charge of 
counterfeiting Postoffice dies upon a warrant 
granted in the Federal Court. 
N ew York, October 27th.—Phelps was ar­ 
rested in the lobby of the Park Theater, 
Brooklyn, while in conversation with ex­ 
Sheriff Dogget, a Republican leader in 
Brooklyn, and other gentlemen. The ar­ 
rest was made upon a warrant issued by 
Judge Noah Davis, presiding Justice of the 
Supreme Court. It charges Phelps with ma­ 
liciously composing and publishing the alleged 
forged letter. Phelps and the officer, ac­ 
companied by Wm. Vceder, a lawyer, came 
over to the police headquarters in this city. 
After a brief detention Phelps was taken to 
the Supreme Court, and Judge Davis being 
temporarily absent, he was detained in the 
District Attorney's office. He will be ar­ 
raigned before Judge Davis later in the day. 
A long consultation took place in the Dis­ 
trict Attorney’s office between Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bell, United States Commis­ 
sioner John I. Davenport and Geo. Bliss, 
who, it is thought, will represent the prose­ 
cution, and General Roger A. Pryor, tx Sur­ 
rogate Veeder and Howe & Hummel, are 
retained by the defense. The nature of the 
consultation is not known. 
A few minutes before 3 Phelps was taken 
to the general term of the Supreme Court, 
where the arrival of Judge Davis is now 
awaited. 
Ex-Minister Stoughton, Elihu 
Root and Henry E. Knox also appear for the 
prosecution. John I. Davenport was also in 
Court to watch the proceedings. 
THE ALLEGED FORGER IN COURT. 
New V ork, October 27th—3:15 P. M.— 
Judge Davis opened Court at 3 o’clock, and 
Mr. Bell stated that he desired to make a re­ 
turn to the warrant issued for the arrest of 
one Kennard Phelps, who was charged with 
having published a criminal libel on James 
A. Garfield. Mr. Bell was proceeding to 
read the affidavits on which the warrant was 
obtained, but Mr. Pryor objected, and the 
Jndge decided to allow them to be read. 
The first was made by Colonel George Bliss, 
and Mr. Bell had hardly commenced when 
he was again interrupted by Mr. Pryor, who 
stated that his client waved examination, and 
desired to have the matter presented speedily 
to the Grand Jury, so that an early trial 
could be had. He was ready to try the case 
to-morrow, and under these circumstances it 
was not proper to read the affidavits. 
The charge of criminal libel, Mr. Stough­ 
ton explained, was in order to guard against 
any plausible difficulty in sustaining a simple 
charge of forgery. 
A motion was then made to have the war­ 
rant dismissed, on the ground that the affida­ 
vits were not strong enough to support it. 
The motion was denied by Judge Davis, who 
held that the publication of an article, after 
its authenticity was denied, which tended to 
bring odium on the supposed authof, was a 
criminal libeL 
The examination was adjourned until 11 
o’clock to-morrow morning, Phelps furnish­ 
ing $5,000 bail to appear. 
Gen. Prvor, counsel fcr Phelps, demanded 
a speedy trial. 
As the crowd was leaving the Court-room 
three cheers for Hancock were called for and 
given. The person who started the cry could 
not be caught, though Judge Davis ordered 
his arrest. 
Phelps appeared very nonchalant when ar­ 
rested, and when a friend asked him what 
was the matter, he replied : “ I believe I am 
arresteJ for forging ‘ The Beautiful Snow.’ ” 
The evidence against Phelps consists in 
part of expert testimony as to the forged let­ 
ter, but it is understood that papers contain­ 
ing writing of the same character as that of 
the forged letter have been secured. 
N ew Y ork, October 27th.—The affidavit 
of George Bliss sets forth that a publication 
had been made in a paper called The Truth 
of an alleged letter of General Garfield to 
Morey, also of an editorial headed “ Lying 
and Sticking to It,” in which Garfield was 
repeatedly called a liar. Bliss swears that 
he is acquainted with Garfield’s writing, and 
that he believes the Morey letter was written 
and forged by Kennard Phelps. Bell then 
said, “ I hold in my hand the original manu­ 
script of the editorial referred to, headed 
‘Lying and Sticking to It.’” The affidavit 
of Bliss went on to Bay that he believed that 
the publisher and manager of 
The 
Truth 
arranged 
with 
the 
Demo­ 
cratic National Committee to circulate 
a large number of copies of the forged letter. 
Mr. Bell then said he had the affidavits of 
gentlemen who were acknowledged to be ex­ 
perts in handwriting. He read the affidavits 
of B. E. Payne and A. F. Southwark, setting 
forth that the Morey letter was not, in their 
belief, written by Garfield, and that that let­ 
ter was written by Phelps, who wrote the 
editorial article referred to. They had also, 
in forming their opinion, seen his handwrit­ 
ing on bills and other papers. 
N ew York, October 27th.—It is now stated 
that Phelps was arrested for malicious libel— 
not for publishing the alleged forged letter. 
STILL FURTHER CLINCHERS. 
The Tribune's Boston special says the 
Lynn Item gives the following as discredit­ 
ing the already fonr-times-exploded Chi­ 
nese letter : “ The letter was never received 
at the Lynn office, for the envelopes at that 
place are stamped there, and this envelope 
was not stamped on the back, as it must 
have been had it been delivered. Further­ 
more, it is the custom at the Lynn Postoffice 
to stamp all letters that go into the general 
delivery, with the information that if the full 
address is furnished to the Postmaster all 
mail to that address will be delivered by car­ 
riers free of charge. The carriers say they 
never delivered any letters addressed H. L. 
Morey, and that there is no street and num­ 
ber in the fac simile shown. The letter, if 
received at all, went into the geheral deliv­ 
ery.” 
FURTHER OPINIONS REGARDING THE FORGERY. 
C hicago, October 27th.—The Republican 
State Committee publish a circular which 
they will spread thoroughly among the men 
of the State, denouncing The Truth's forged 
letter as a weakly,wicked device of the Dem­ 
ocratic National Committee, and calling on 
all Republicans to redouble their efforts to 
make the assured victory so crushing that 
such disreputable means of blackening char­ 
acter will hereafter he given over. They in­ 
corporate in the circular and call attention to 
it as showing that even the Demo­ 
cratic press are disgusted with such 
methods, the New York Sun edito­ 
rial on the subject, which was telegraphed 
yesterday, and also quote the following from 
the Chicago Times: “ The alleged Garfield 
letter and the alleged Weaver letter are both 
proven to be absolute forgeries by evidence 
which would convict the forger before any 
jury in Christendom. Both were forgeries 
committed by graceless scoundrels whom no 
respectable business men would suffer to enter 
the door of his counting-house or trust with 
his check-book out of his sight. The party 
managers on whose behalf these forgeries 
were committed, and through whom the forgers 
expecttobe rewarded, perfectly well know that 
that they are forgeries, for the proof of it isof 
such a conclusive character as to exclude from 
every rational mind all possible ground of 
doubt. Yet, notwithstanding the conclusive 
proof that- the document is a forgery, dis­ 
patches tell us that the party managers on 
whose account the crime was committed are 
sendiDg out thousands of copies of that 
forgery as an argument to waters against a 
man who never wrote, nor expressed, nor en­ 
tertained the ‘ stupiJ and brutal sentiment ’ 
to which it gives words.” 
STRIVING FOR HONORS. 
C hicago, October 27th.—New York spe­ 
cials state that two men have been run down 
who are connected with the Garfield letter 


forgery. There seems to be some jealousy 
between the Republican committee and the de­ 
tectives as to whom shall have the credit, anil 
this is working to the advantage of the cul­ 
prits, who are gaining time. 
g a b fie ld 's re co rd on th e chín ese quKS- 
tio n . 
^ The Tribune, editorially reviewing Gar 
field's letter of acceptance^ on the Chinese 
question, and noticing that Hancock wrote 
nothing whatever on that point, and calling 
attention to the clear statement of his views 
on that point of prime importance to the Pa­ 
cific coast, says: “ In spite of this record, 
the Democratic managers have had the bare’ 
faceil impudence to publish a forged letter, 
putting into Garfield’s month words which 
are flatly contradicted by his letter of accept­ 
ance, and by his speeches and votes in Con­ 
gress. The infamy of this forgery is all the 
more conspicuous because of the notorious 
silence of Hancock on this subject.” 
WHY CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS SUPPORTS 
GARFIELD. 
N ew Y o rk , October 27th.—Charles Fran­ 
cis Adams, Jr., who supported Tilden four 
S 
ear-• ago, addresses the independent Repub- 
cans here to-morrow night, to give his rea­ 
sons for supporting Garfield now. He holds 
that while he thought Tilden was elected, the 
asserted fraud of 1876 is not a living issue ; 
besides, he says, later developments show 
that the fraud was all on the other side, and 
the Democratic party is in the position of the 
man who had his pockets picked while him­ 
self cheating at cards. Therefore he thinks 
the Democracy were wise in dropping the 
fraud candidate. Federal interference in 
Southern domestic affairs is over, and specie 
payments have been re-established. The liv­ 
ing issues of to-day are questions of admin­ 
istration, and the Republican party and can­ 
didate are pledged to continue the wise ad­ 
ministration of Hayes, which will bear com­ 
parison with the best and purest preceding it. 
While Garfield and the Republican party 
have for the last four years a record of honor 
and success, their opponents offer no record 
as a basis for popular confidence. Their rec­ 
ord is opposition and obstruction to resump­ 
tion and sound finance. Their twenty years 
of opposition have made no mark justify­ 
ing a change for their restoration to 
power now—even its free-trade mark. 
Adams is against the Democracy on its plank 
of tariff for revenue only. Its candidate evi­ 
dently don’t know what a tariff is. No future 
for free trade is to be won out of pure un­ 
adulterated ignorance of the subject. Better 
fight the battle out wit^h real enemies than 
put faith in those who chuck out great prin­ 
ciples to voters as gamblers might toss pen­ 
nies to a tramp. Nor can Adams understand 
why, at this day of civil administration, a mere 
soldier showed be made the chief executive 
of this great nation. If Hancock’s effusions 
upon the tariff are to be accepted as a fair 
Bample of his knowledge of fiscal and curren­ 
cy topics, he would unquestionably furnish a 
good subject for admission to a commercial 
college ; but his inaugural might contain some 
singular economical discoveries. Above all, 
Adams weighs the importance of such a vote 
for Garfield as will render impossible the 
dangers to the national peace and prosperity 
which would now come from any indecisive 
result. With the solid South for Hancock, 
he urges that a divined North will mean 
national peril of the most fearful character.

C hicago, October 27th.—The Tribune’s 
Syracuse special says : General Grant, in as 
interview, said : “ Aly observations in Con­ 
necticut lead me to think that we shall have 
that State by 10,000 majority.

It is not enough that the Republican 
party should triumph next Tuesday.

By tramp­ 
ling on republican institutions it has made 
the South solid, and its only hope outside 
of the South lies in the desperate lying of 
its press and speakers. All the meaes it is 
employing are hostile to the well being of 
the republic. It has, in fact, ventured, for 
the first time in American history, to openly 
overthrow the freedom of the suffrage. 
This act is an emphatic step in the direc­ 
tion of revolution. 
It is a systematic 
adoption of lawlessness as a party 
policy, and since it involves the use 
not only of fraud, but force, it 
constitutes an assault upon the funda­ 
mental guarantees of free government. It 
is necessary that this experiment upon the 
patience, long-suffering, and patriotism of 
the nation, should be shown to be a disas­ 
trous failure. It is necessary that the 
popular judgment to be rendered next 
Tuesday should be so comprehensive and 
unmistakable that there shall be no possi­ 
bility of misinterpreting its meauing. The 
solid South and all that the phrase implies 
must be condemned with the weight of 
emphasis so high-handed an outrage de­ 
mands. The determination of the Amer­ 
ican people to preserve and perpetuate and 
establish every one of the righteous conse­ 
quences of the rebellion must be made so 
clear that none can doubt the position 
taken. The absolute right of every citi­ 
zen of the United States to the political 
privileges conferred by the Constitution 
must be once more affirmed. The repudia­ 
tion of the dishonest, insincere, untruth­ 
ful, policy of the Democracy must he made 
overwhelming. In short the verdict of the 
people must be so strongly delivered that 
the public enemies who seek to disturb the 
growing prosperity of the country, and to 
resurrect the issues and the abuses which 
the war was fought to settle and abolish, 
will at last realize the futility of their ef­ 
forts, and accept a situation which it is 
beyond their utmost power to change. 
Notiiing less than so unanimous and telling 
a judgment will suffice to put an end to the 
myriad-headed mischief now threetening 
the republic. 
It :3 evident that a close result would 
be clangero.is. The Democratic party has 
iu this campaign so familiarized itself with 
Mexican methods that it would in such an 
event find it easy to proceed a step fur­ 
ther in th- same direction, and the North 
would assuredly not sit quietly and permit 
this. A close result therefore would be a 
grave menace to the peace oi the country, 
and because this is so every man who 
realizes the danger of tho situation ought 
to throw all his influence and all his energy 
on the Republican side, nor remit his 
efforts until the sun has set on the day of 
the election. There is no room for apathy 
anywhere iu this conflict. We have to do 
with an unscrupulous and desperate foe, 
who realizes fully that this is his last 
chance, and who is literally prepared 
to do anything, no matter how lawless or 
infamous, to secure a victory. Kvery foot 
of American territory is therefore battle­ 
ground. 
The remotest State, the most- 
thinly populated, should be defended as 
resolutely and vigilantly as the great cen­ 
tral positions. It will not do to say that 
everything depends on New York, for ex­ 
ample. The spirit that animates the Re­ 
publicans of that State should animate 
those of California, of Oregon, of Nevada, 
of Colorado. The danger is everywhere. 
The loss of the smallest State may prove 
fatal. It is the duty of Republicans to 
light as though the whole issue depended 
upon tho carrying of every single point. 
The largest vote ever cast by the party 
ought next Tuesday to be polled, not here 
or there, but everywhere. And in this 
great struggle ii is not only s question of 
partisan difference. It is the old fight, old 
as Humanity, between the Good and the 
Evil principles. The Democratic party to­ 
day represents all that is most hostile to 
good government, to good morals, to free­ 
dom, to honesty, to truth. It stands for 
no principles. Fraud and S ioltnce are its 
weapons, and Mendacity is its counselor. 
The Republican candidates stand for lib­ 
erty, law, order, equal rights, intelligence, 
education, honor and veracity. 
Between 
such combatants there can be no compro­ 
mise, nor can there be any doubt as to the 
issue of their strife. All that constitutes 
national progress, all that conduces to na­ 
tional prosperity, all that elevates human­ 
ity and increases the happiness of the race, 
is involved in the triumphant vindication 
of the principles for which the Republicans 
are in arms. 
The nation should realize 
this, and see to it that when the day of 
election closes it shuts out forever the bale­ 
ful and sinister agencies which the Demo­ 
cracy has chosen for its own, and the ac­ 
ceptance of which would be a badge of 
shame and a precursor of ruin for any 
people.

GENERAL 
NEWS. 


The latest and most careful estimates of 
the political prospect in New York city are 
very encouraging. It is reported that the 
aggregate city vote will not be less than 
200,000. This, however, is based on the 
assumption that there wiil be no Democratic 
defection, v.hereas it is certain that the 
strong feeling among all the business classes 
in favor of maintaining the existing condi­ 
tions will materially diminish the Demo­ 
cratic vote. Mr. Simonton thinks the 
Democratic majority is likely to fall to 
| 45,000 iu the city, and unless the Demo­ 
cratic increase of registration is very much 
greater than the Republican increase it ap­ 
pears possible that the Democrats may 
come into the country with even less than 
those figures. The great Republican ma­ 
jorities and expected gains in the country 
districts will easily offset this majority, 
and there is, therefore, good ground for 
hoping that the State may be carried for 
Garfield by at least 25,000. The anxiety 
of Tammany to secure control of the mu­ 
nicipal Government is another important 
factor in the case.

Importan) Decision In I he Mailer of Din­ 
ing Surveys. 
W ashington, October 27th.—'{he Secre­ 
tary of the Interior to-day rendered an im­ 
portant decision in the matter of the surveys 
of the Beatrice and Monitor mines in Cali­ 
fornia, claimed by the Ivanpah Consolidated 
Mill and Miuing Company, on the appeal of 
Julius A. Bidwell from C’ommistiontr Wiil- 
iamsou’s im-tructions of August 16th to the 
¡Surveyor-General of California, and a letter 
recently prepared by the Commissioner di­ 
recting the Surveyor-General to approve and 
deliver the plats of said surveys to the proper 
parties without further delay. The Commis­ 
sioner, in transmitting the appeal to the Sec­ 
retary, requests him to dismiss it, to approve 
the receutiy prepared letter, to give him ex­ 
plicit authority lor him to dismiss all other 
like appeals, aud to direct the Surveyor-Gen­ 
eral to refuse to receive auy protest or appeal 
relative to the survey of a mining claim ex­ 
cept from the party entitled to such survey. 
The Secretary, iu reply, holds that under 
Ids decision concerning the surveys of the 
Cooident, Client and other mines in August 
last, no such appeal should have been ac­ 
cepted or forwarded by the Surveyoi-Gen- 
eral, if that officer had received instructions, 
in accordance with said decision ; but having 
been received and forwarded, it should have 
beeu promptly dismissed by the Commis­ 
sioner. He continued : ‘' The practice of 
permitting adjoining claimants, or persons 
not applicants for the survey in a case like 
this, to protest, object, file evidence and ap­ 
peal, where no case in which any question 
of their right of possession or to a 
patent is involved is before this De­ 
partment for decision or final action, is, 
in my opinion, altogether wrong, and the 
sooner it is entirely discontinued the better 
it will be for all parties concerned. Very 
proper objections can be made to the survey 
whenever it is put, or offered to be put, iu 
evidence in support of au opposing or con­ 
flicting right or claim. The anticipation of 
such objection before the plat is offered in 
proof cf support of claims seems to me a lit­ 
tle worse than useless. I do not think it 
necessary for me to approve your letter to 
the tiurveyor-General, for it is not at all 
likely that he will refuse to obey your in­ 
structions. I will say, with reference to let­ 
ters of that character, directing the approval 
of such surveys, that they are not to be con­ 
sidered in any way as decisions effecting the 
merits of the case. They will not preclude 
objections to surveys presented in support of 
applications for a patent or adverse claim, 
and the approvals of surveys by direction 
from your office are not to be considered as 
having any more or greater force or weight 
than ordinary approvals of surveys of mining 
claims by the Surveyor-General, without 
reference to your office or direction there­ 
from. I think the decision of August 9, 
1660, in the case above mentioned, gives you 
full authority to do what you request me to 
specially direct in that matter. If special 
instructions to Surveyors-Generol themselves 
are deemed necessary that decision is ample 
warrant for your issuing them.” 
Disastrous Fire ul Brooklyn. 
New York, October 27th.—The Ansonia 
Watch aud Clock Works at Brooklyn were 
burned to-day. The loss is over halt a mill­ 
ion. The works have beeu in operation about 
fourteen montliH, anti the building and ma­ 
chinery originally cost over half a million. 
From time to time additional machinery has 
been added and improvements made until it 
Í3 said the works were the most complete in 
thecountry. Someof the machinery were new 
inventions, which it will be difficult to re­ 
place. Mr. Davis, superintendent cf the 
works, says it is not likely that the factory 
will be erected < n the same scale, but the 
company will put up another factory as Boon 
as they can settle up their business.

The drying up of streams in 
the Atlantic States may be said to extend 
from the Androscoggin down to the .Tames, 
aud even some of the local rivers like the 
Delaware are fordable at points where such a 
tiling has not been known for many years. 
The drought, however, is felt more seriously 
at the eastward, and its effects are beginning 
to be felt in commercial as well as manufact­ 
uring circles.

The Episcopal Convention. 
New York, October 27th.—In the Epis­ 
copal Convention to-day, the House of Depu­ 
ties refused to confer with the Bishops in 
changing the existing canou on the reinstate­ 
ment of clergymen who have abandoned the 
Church. Rev. Dr. Beers of the joint com­ 
mittee on securing a missionary Bishop for 
each Territory in tv hich there is not at present 
a Bishop, reported in favor of the proposi­ 
tion. The report was adopted, together with 
a resolution appointing a committee of 
twenty-one to act as auxiliary to the Board 
of Managers of Missions, and to create a 
missionary Bishop fund. A resolution from 
i the Committee on Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution, declaring it inexpedient at the 
present time to amend the constitution, so as 
to require future legislation to be by canon,. 
was adopted. The report of the joint com­ 
mittee on the subject of Deaconesses was 
adopted. It sets forth that women of dtvout 
character and approved fitness may be set 
apsrfc by auy Bishop for the work of Dea­ 
conesses. 
By tiie vote which follows, the House of 
Deputies adopted the report excluding ex­ 
tempore prayers from the services : Clergy— 
Ayes 26, noes 12, and eight dioceses 
divided. Lay—Ayes 11, roes 25. The ma­ 
jority report was then adopted, and the sub­ 
ject will now be passed to the Diocesan Con­ 
ventions for ratification. 
The Committee oh Amendments reported 
adversely to the proposition to permit mis- 
sionaiy Bishops to speak on questions before 
the House, but not to vote. Judge Prince of 
Long Island contended that these delegates 
had a right to speak, aud declared that it 
was a mockery to britig these gentlemen 
thousands of miles biinply to sit in the 
House, without the privilege of opening their 
mouths. 
After the passage of complimentary reso­ 
lutions to the officers of the Convention-, the 
House adjourned line die. 
Those Fouutrrreit Bonds. 
Washington, October 27th.—A number 
of the §1,000 coupon bonds found in the pos­ 
session of J. B. Doyle when arrested in Chi­ 
cago, have been examined by officers oi the 
Secret Service and by experts in the Loan 
Division of the Treasury Department; who 
pronounce them remarkably good counter­ 
feits. No one but an expert, they say, would 
he likely to detect their spurious character. 
Smith, who engraved the plate, it appears, 
said that originally there were thirty coupons 
on tho bonds.

The numbers of the bonds are a 
little larger in the couxterfiit than in the 
genuine. The (signature “ F. M. Platte, for 
Register,” is pronounced an excellent coun­ 
terfeit, and the vignette of Secretary Cha e 
is perfect. It is net considered that the one 
coupon lift on each bond could be detected 
as counterfeit anywhere. Doyle will have an 
examination to-morrow in Chicago. Brock­ 
way will also be examined to-morrow in 
Brooklyn. 
The tweuty-eeven §100 notes 
found in Doyle’s value were also fotwarded 
to the Secret Service. Upon examination 
they were found to be genuine, and word sent 
back to Chicago to further look into Doyle’s 
doings.It Miop Simpson on California.

Dr. B. F. Fendsry Seeks a New Location 
and Takes Along a Woman to 
Help Find It. 


For several days past there have been whis­ 
perings and surmisings that H r. B. I . Pen- 
dery, whose office and residence was on the 
southwest corner of J and Fifth streets, had 
left the city under very questionable circum­ 
stances, which savored strongly of desertion 
of his wife and flight w ith another woman. 
As it developed, however, by inquiry, th at his 
leaving the city was known to his wife 
at the time, and th at according 
to his 
arrangements he had gone to Oregon to fix 
upon a new location for settlement, when he 
would return and move there, it seemed to 
answer adverse remarks and settle all oppor­ 
tunity for reasonably modest reportorial in­ 
vestigation. 
B ut the case proved too full 
and fresh with facts warranting the worst 
surmises to long remain shrouded with such 
innocent repose, and yesterday the full ex­ 
posure was completed by Mrs. Pendery 
receiving, 
in answer 
to 
one sent, 
a 
dispatch 
from 
the 
Chief 
cf 
Police 
at Seattle, W . T., Btatiiig th at Hr. B. F. 
Pendery and wife were registered at the New 
England H otel in th at city. 
Inquiry now 
shows th at his pretense of going to Oregon to 
find a new location for settlem ent was but a 
ruse to prevent the suspicion of his « ife and 
others of the plans he has now' carried out. 
His previous relations with other women, 
which have been the subject of previous 
scandal, and his general bearing towards his 
wife for years past, prepared her to receive 
the information now disclosed without much 
surprise. 
L ast summer he appeared in deep 
trouble, and explained it to nis wife by say­ 
ing 
„ 
IT WAS A WOMAN CASE. 
And he was going to get rid of it, but it 
wasn’t best to tell her (his wife) anything 
about it, for her health would not admit of 
it, and it would do no good. 
Mrs. Pendery 
is a young woman, good-looking, and of pre­ 
possessing appearance, but of delicate con­ 
stitution, and tending to decline from pul­ 
monary affection. 
W hen the doctor made the above state­ 
m ent about his trouble he expressed strong 
fidelity and attachm ent for his wife, and said 
th at they would have to leave here to get 
clearof the m atter, and proposed she should go 
East and ho would remain and sell their 
property, settle up and then follow her. She 
objected to going in advance, for she knew 
th at during the past year some woman was 
receiving his attentions, hut at times his 
statem ent anil conduct would dispel her dis­ 
trust. 
H er declining to go made him appear 
frantic, and he threatened suicide because of 
the desperate condition it left him in, unless 
she would go. so he could settle up and go 
also himself. 
She finally went to Omaha, 
and remained between two and three months, 
and then, believing he was taking this meas­ 
ure to get l id of her, she returned, against his 
will, and found that he had taken no steps 
towards closing out his business m atters here. 
His first salutation to her upon arrival was, 
“ W hat in the devil did you come back here 
for?" and added th at he would leave her before 
sundown. He afterwards confessed to her that 
Edith Hickson, a young woman well known 
in this city, was the woman his trouble was 
about, and th at she had occupied Mrs. Pen- 
dery’s place at their residence during her ab­ 
sence. 
H e claimed he did not wish any­ 
thing 
to 
do 
with 
the 
woman, 
and 
wanted to go where she would not trouble 
him, etc., and with such remarks and good 
promises he again won the eonidence of his 
wife. 
Soon after he wanted his wife to visit 
some of his relatives iu San Francisco. 
She 
objected, as she was not much acquainted, 
hut he insisted, and to comply with his wishes 
she weut, and remained at the Palace Hotel 
while there. 
The doctor went down and 
stayed t« o or three days while she was there, 
but was so 
POLL OP BUSINESS 
About town while there th at he only saw his 
wife a few' times. 
He afterwards confessed 
to her th at E dith went to San Francisco at 
that same time, and occupied a room iu an­ 
other part of the Palace H otel during the 
time he was down there, and th at he gave 
her his attentions while there. 
Soon after 
the 
doctor was called 
to 
see 
a 
pa­ 
tient a t Newcastle, 
and went 
to th at 
piace upon the cars. 
A fter prescribing 
for Lis patient he wqs invited to remain to 
tea, but declined, Btaling th at his wife was 
over at the hotel. 
H e remained up there a 
day and night. 
The patient afterwards vis­ 
ited the doctor’s office in this city, when he 
met Mrs. Pendery and the doctor. 
The pa­ 
tient asked Mrs. Pendery why she did not 
come over to their house while she was up to 
Newcastle w ith the doctor the other day, to 
which she replied th at she had not been to 
Newcastle. 
This turned a fresh leaf in the 
voluminous events of the case, and these are 
but samples, or fly-leaves, of w hat make up 
a dark record too prolific for report. 
Among the circumstances which led to the 
doctor’s confession th at Mrs. Pendery had a 
substitute, who presided over her domestic 
affairs while sha was absent at the East, was 
an 
UNFINISHED LETTER 
She found in her room soon after returnin',’, 
and which was written to Dr. Odell, of W al­ 
nut Grove, which read as follows; “ Hear 
D octor: We received your card, and the 
fruit, also. 
We are both well and happy. 
We are both pleased to think you like your 
location, and we both wish you success.” 
No wife could wish a more cordial substitute 
than th at during her absence, but for some 
reason the writing of the letter was inter­ 
rupted, and the in is - i ve never sent. 
Mrs. 
Pendery has also received letters from the 
E ast 
recently, answering 
correspondence 
from “ Mrs. Hr. Pendery,” which are sup­ 
posed to be in reply to similar letters written 
by the same person while she was at the 
East, as she had no knowledge cf letters 
being written to these parties. 
As previously stated, the fobject of the 
doctor’s present trip wa: represented to his 
wife to be fcr the purpose of finding a place 
in Oregon where he could settle in practice, 
and get away from being troubled with the 
woman th at he was mixed up with, or who 
was trying to mix up with him. 
During the 
last week prior to Lis leavmg he was unusu­ 
ally attentive and pleasant to his wife, and 
ma le to her fr- sh promises of his intended 
careful future when they should be quietly 
settled 
far 
away 
by 
themselves, 
and 
from the scenes of his present troubles. 
He told her he had not money enough 
to 
make 
the 
trip, 
but 
thought 
Hr. 
Odell, with whom he proposed to go in part­ 
ner-hip, and who was going to help locate, 
would lend it to him. He received a dispatch 
from him sent from San pranchco, to the ef­ 
fect th at he had raised the money, and that 
the boat sailed at 9 A. M , Wednesday.

H e called every day, and for the past two 
months he spent nearly all his evenings with 
her, which was understood in the family as 
preparatory to an early marriage, as they had 
no knowledge th at he already had a wife. 
Recently Kiiith got better, and on October

THE ENGLISH BREAK. 


How Engineers propose to Euild a Dam 
and Escape Weir along a Elver Bank. 


The crevasse known a3 th8 English break 
is a washout through the west bank of the 
Sacramento river, about four miles above the 
Sacramento and Yolo bridge. 
The levee is 
destroyed for about 525 feet in length, and a 
crevasse 24 1-10 feet iu depth is cut through 
the natural bank for an average width of 1S2 
feet. 
Upon the plane of the natural bank 
level this break is about 180 feet in length. 
I t has been seriously feared th at longer ne¡ 
lect of this break would result in the liver 
some day taking its course through the crev­ 
asse and finding a new channel through the 
low lands ou the west of the present river­ 
bed, a result which would entail vast damage 
and be a serious injury to the whole State. 
The Board of Drainage Commissioners of 
Drainage D istrict No. 1 has resolved to se­ 
cure this crevasse from farther enlargement, 
and to bring its bottom line up to a level 
about five feet below full flood stage in the 
river. 
For this purpose a dam of small trees 
and brush, built after the plans and specifica­ 
tions originally drawn for the dams contracted 
for on the Y uba and Bear rivers, is to be 
built across the opening on a line well behind 
the deep cut ami connected with the levee 
above and below it by means of an embank­ 
m ent of earth. 
The details of this work are 
of interest, as 
indicating the 
approved 
methods of building dams and escape weirs. 
In 
the 
main, 
the 
proposed 
structure 
will consist of two sections of levee, to be 
placed nearly a t right angles to the main 
levee upon the bank of the river, and term i­ 
nating in abutm ents with wiDg-bulkheads, to 
protect 
the 
extremities 
from 
abrasion. 
The 
intervening 
space 
between 
the 
bulkheads 
is to be filled w ith a brush 
dam of from four to six feet in 
hight 
above the average level 
of the present 
surface, the center of the crest of the dam to 
be upon an arc of about 372 feet radius. The 
general character of the dam is to bo the 
same as those specified and contracted for in 
the Y uba and Bear rivers. 
The dam is to be 
so constructed th at its crest, as represented 
by the upper edges or corners of all the tree 
butts which end at the toj) surface through­ 
out 
the 
width, on 
completion of 
the 
work,

fall face must be on a uniform slope of about 
45 degrees. 
The foundation of the dam is 
to be laid in level benches at depths below’ the 
general surface of the adjacent ground. W hen 
completed the crest will not vary more than 
four-tenths of a foot from a level plane across 
it. 
The trees on the up-stream face of the 
dam will lie in a plane w ih in 5 degrees of the 
slope of one foot vertical to two feet hori­ 
zontal, aud its down-streamface w illliein a 
plane within 5 degrees of a slope of one foot 
vertical to one foot horizontal. 
In making 
the excavation for the foundation or subgrade 
within which the brush laying will begin, if 
it is found th at a suitable foundation cannot 
be had at the estimated depth, the contract­ 
ors are bound to go as much as twice the 
depth originally designated, but it is provided 
that they need not go down over 6 feet on the 
average for any 100 feet of f undation. 
T1 e 
structure is to be btiilt iu this m anner: 
The lower apron will be first built and 
laid 
entirely

small trees, ranging from 20 to 30 feet in 
length in the average sized structuie, and of 
greater or less length, as may be required, in 
the longer or smaller ercss-sections, and from 
4 to 7 inches iu diam eter at the butt, laid 
closoly together lengthways up and down the 
stream, in horizontal layers, separated by 
smaller poles, planted three feet apart and 
parallel with the line of the dam, the whole 
consolidated and filled in with smaller brush 
and spare material th at is being moved. 'I'he 
poles of each set are to be spiked solidly 
down upon the tree trunks below, and the 
trees of each layer are to be spiked to the 
poles upon which they rest. 
Heavy stakes 
are to be driven as firmly as can be done with 
a ten-pound sledge, five feet apart, through 
and along the upper edge of the apron, to 
which the pole and tree3 are to be firmly se­ 
cured.

This apron rests partly upon 
the lower apron and partly upon the ground 
above, and is to be composed of the same 
cla=s of materials as the lower apron, and 
laid in the following manner : Small trees nr 
trunks of trees, varying from 15 to 20 feet in 
length for the average sized structure, and of 
greater or less length for the larger or smaller 
sections, aud from six to seven inches in 
diameter a t tne butt, are to be laid closely 
together lengthways up and down stream, in 
layers sloping downwards and retreating itp 
stream, the butts exposed in the down stream 
edge of each layer, covered or buried at the 
up-stream edge for the greater portion ot 
their length. 
A lternating with these layers 
of trees, poles of a smaller diam eter are to be 
laid, three feet apart, crossing the trees sub­ 
stantially at right angles. 
The intervening 
spaces are to be well filled and consolidated 
with small brush ana spare m aterial th at 
is being moved. 
The poles of each set are to 
be solidly spiked down as in the first instance, 
and heavy stakes are to be driven as before. 


THE DAM PROPER. 
The dam, resting partly upon the up-stream 
edge of the upper apron, partially upon the 
ground’s surface next above and partially in 
a pit at the upper edge, is to be next built. 
In its composition it is to be similar to the 
upper apron. 
Small trees or trunks of trees 
14 to 18 feet in length, and G to 8 inches in 
diameter at the butt, are to be laid closely 
together lengthways up and down stream, in 
layers sloping downwards in an up-stream 
direction, the butts exposed on the down­ 
stream edge of each layer. 
A lternating with 
these layers of trees, poles of a smaller diam­ 
eter are to be laid, crossing the trees substan­

In this 
manner the dam is to be built up to the in­ 
tended elevation of its crest, and then trees 
of a larger diameter, and 25 to 30 feet in 
length, are to be used, with their butts in 
rows forming the crest of the dam, their 
trunks sloping downward up-stream, their 
tops buried in the pit aud incorporated with 
brush and earth. 
On the up stream face of 
the dam, and on the top, a back of such m a­ 
terial as may have been excavated from the 
pit beneath is to be placed. 
W ith the con­ 
sent of the B <ard of Directors a layer of 
good 
second-hand 
grain 
sacks, 
filled 
with sand, and strongly closed, may be 
used either to supplement, or as a substitute 
f t the earth backing to an extent of at least 
three sand bags f: r each linear foot of dam. 
A t each end of the overfall of the dam, at the 
junction w ith the projecting levee, will be 
constructed an abutm ent of tim ber and plank, 
fiiled with sand bags, earth aud brash. The 
surface of the ground beneath each abutm ent 
is to be excavated to a depth of 3 feet below 
the natural surface. 
The ends of the dam 
are to be well built into the abutn.ent and 
firmly secured to the timbers which comprise 
its frame. 
This frame is to be o l 8-inch- 
square timber, and the planking is to be 2 
and.Tiuch plank. 
The interiors of the abut­ 
ments are to be filled with sand bags. 
A t 
each end of the dam are to be built earth 
levees, 8 feet on top, with slopes 5 to 1 on 
the river side, and 24 to 1 on the land sida 
The old levee crown, for 200 feet each

V o l c a n o , October 26, 1SS0. 
A grand Republican demonstration, the 
first of the campaign, was held here on 
Saturday night. Strange as it may appear, 
that a mining town of the size and increas­ 
ing importance of Volcano—second in pop­ 
ulation in the county—Bhould have been, 
up to the 23d inst., ignored or forgotten by 
the Republican Central Committee. How­ 
ever, the demonstration and speeches of 
Saturday fully 
make amends for any 
seeming neglect, 
aud show 
that the 
principles of the great Republican party 
are not dead in this section of the State. 
A. P. Van Duser, J. A. Eagon, Republi­ 
can nominee for the Assembly, and Dr. 
Giles of Sutter, were the speakers. 
The 
town was beautifully illuminated, and a 
band discoursed tine music in front of 
Armory Hall, and the local Glee Club— 
one of the best in the mountains—enlivened 
the occasion with selections 
from the 
popular campaign songs of the day. 
The 
greatest unanimity and enthusiasm pre­ 
vailed. 
W hen Mr. Van Duser took the 
stand all here prepared to listen to what 
proved to be a fine forensic effort. 
I t was 
an annihilation of the argum ent of the 
opposite party. 
The speech of Mr. Eagon 
wa3 a vindication of himself from the 
attacks of a country paper. 
Mr. Eagon is 
one of the most popular men in Amador 
county, and his election is considered as as­ 
sured. Before concluding, let me say aword 
in regard to the future of this rising mining 
town. 
A new impetus has been given to 
the latent camp by the revival of quartz in­ 
terests. W ehavenow some half dozen good 
quarts miues that are turning out bullion in 
satisfactory amounts. 
The Downs Com­ 
pany have about completed a tine 20-stamp 
mill, with all modern improvements, at 
a cost of some ?’25,000, said by experts to 
be the best in the county. 
This company 
has quartz enough in sight to keep the 
mill running four years. 
The Volcano 
Gold Gravel Mining Company is one of the 
most extensive gravel mining companies 
in the State. 
It is now almost ready to 
add from the auriferoqs gravel deposits of 
the Volcanic Basin its pro rata to the cir­ 
culation of the country. 
But sixty feet of 
rock yet remain to penetrate in the great 
tunnel, which will drain the basin iorty- 
five feet lower than it has been worked. 
Hundreds of acres of valuable mining lands 
will be drained by this enterprise. 
The 
Fogus, the Golden Gate, the Madera Mill 
and 
Mining Companies, and numerous 
placer mines might he enumerated and re­ 
marked upon, but time and space forbid. 
In the town many new buildings have 
been erected during the past summer, and 
the future prospects of this once famous 
mining camp are again bright.

Skin G r a f t i n g from t h e D e a d . — Dr. 
H. Girdner, house surgeon at Bellevue 
Hospital, has obtained some remarkable 
and valuable results in skin grafting during 
the past year. 
One patient who required 
such treatm ent refused to furnish grafts 
from his own arms or body, owing to the 
pain involved ; ana, unwilling to ask an­ 
other to subject himself to a pain which 
the person to be benefited was unwilling to 
submit to, Dr. Girdner tried the experi­ 
ment of taking skin grafts from a corpse. 
The doctor says : “ I cut a piece of skin 
from a patient who died in the wards a 
few- hours before, first taking care to in­ 
quire whether the cause of death was due 
to a poisonous disease or not. 
I then cut 
the cuticle into small pieces, which I laid 
on the granulated surface of the ulcers, 
and liandaged the leg up very firmly. 
In 
three days the graft began to show signs of 
life, a perfect union having taken place, 
and in a week a splendid skin, smooth and 
elastic, had grown over the ulcerated part, 
making a complete cure and leaving no 
scar behind. 
Since that time I have treat 
od upward of fifty cases with invariable 
success. 
I have grafted the skin of an 
Irishman ou a negro, and I have grafted 
the skin of a negro on an Irishman with 
ease. 
In both cases the skin lost its origi­ 
nal color and changed its hne to suit the 
wearer. ”
